NEGRO’S BLOODY DEED ON RANCH 


NEAR BAKERSFIELD. 


Empties Revolver at Member of 
His Race With Whom He Had 
Quarreled and Then Turns Weapon 
Upon Himself—Murderer Blamed 
Victim for Less of Employment. 


{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 
BAKERSFIELD, Oct. 12.-—At the 
Jewett dairy ranch, four miles west 
of this city, tonight, Anton .Cross, a 
negro formerly employed at the ranch, 
shot and instantly killed A. Lee, an- 
other negro ranch hand. After empty- 
ing his revolver on his victim, the 
murderer calmly loaded his weapon 
and put a bullet through his brain. 

The motive for the cold-blooded mur- 
der originated ten days ago, when 
Cross, the murderer, was discharged 
by Manager Simmons of the ranch. 
For some days previous to Cross’s dis- 
charge the two negroes had been quar- 
reling, and as Cross appeared to be the 
aggressor and had been lax in his du- 
ties he was told to go. ee 

Nothing further wds heard from him 
until he appeared suddenly at the 
ranch this afternoon. He’ \loitered 
around the premises and when Lee be- 


cow pen, Cross walked up to him and 
without a word of warning é¢mptied his 
revolver. Only one bullet took effect. 
This entered under Lee's right ear and 
death was instantaneous. 

Cross refilled his revolver, it 
upward beneath the right e of his 
jaw and fired.
